Sach is the doctrine of Paul, and 
such was it received by the early church 
fathers. I want nothing more clear or fore! 
ble, for it penetrates through all the cantu 
ries likea gleam of prophecy and every fact 
Observed confirms {ts truth. 

What necessarily follows from the accept- 
ance of this doctrine? Thatthe personality, 
the identity, everything which belongs to 
personality, belongs to the celestial y. 
and must be retained eig! it is separated 
from the terrestrial body. Hencedeath can 
work no change. The Individuality is no 
more affected than by stepplog from one 
room fo another, or by the garments it wears. 
Immortality is nota gift bestowed because 
of certain beliefs, but the birthright of the 
human soul. 

Instead of the fature being a bleak and 
barren promontory, it rises above the fog 
and clouds of life, and on its purple slopes 
we behold the friends who have gone before 
us into the shadows.

It bnreausare established in city and town, 
by means of which, as has been suggested, 
woman's work can be equalized, there are 
obstacles in the way which have not yet been 
considered. 

For a large portion of these women who 
work hard to keep body and soul together 
and oftentimes fail, or who starve one and 
other in the effort, are violently 
opposed to going Into the country at all. And 
as for household service, they had about as 
soon diè as undertake ft, Grant that their re- 
pugnance is mainly unreasonable, we mast 
consider thelr objections and see how they 
can be removed. à 

In the first mee the city Is an overpower- 
ing magnet. It draws to its m and holds 
there with resistless force, the greater part 
of those who once feel its attractions. The 
poor woman sees warmth, beauty and luxu- 
ry, even If it la outside of her circle. She ls 
not sufficiently developed to live within her 
own resources; often she has none yet awak- 
ened. If she were sure of a decent home, 
kind treatment and some companionship,she 
might try to live there. But the greater num- 
ber, Lam convinced, would be glad to go, If 
they knew where they were wanted in good 
homes, and how to find them. WII not some 
philanthropist help make the way clear, and 
so benefit and equalize both city and coun- 


try? . 

In the next place, the life of a domestic 
should be made more attractive; fewer hours 
work should be required of her, and she should 
be treated with greater kindness and consid- 
eration, A sense of human fellowship, of in- 
terest in daily life, her wants, struggles, jo 
and sorrows, should be carried into the kiteh- 
en and not confined to the parlor. It may not 
be met ,with. the proper spirit,—bat, on the 
other hand, it may bring sunshine Into alone- 
ly. dispirited heart. The employer has the 
advantage, aud the onus resta on that side.

THE HISTORY OF RUSSIA. By Alfred Rambaud. 
Illustrated by L. B. Lang. New York: John B.

"The Laboring d Capital, 


Strikes ut the present time are occurring In 
various parts ofthe country, and great er- 
citement resulta therefrom. Out of thla con- 
flict, which Is raging so violently between 
capital and labor, there must ultimately arise 
a better understanding between the opposing 
parties, or greater disasters und more dle- 
tressing confusion than ever will prevail. 
While capitalists are, in many instances, ag- 
gressive and oppressive, and should be per- 
sistentiy opposed, the -laboring men have re- 
sorted to Incendiariam in order to carry their 
points, resulting iu great loss of property. 

. The Chicago Tribune says tliat a remarka- 
ble change made manifest by the disturbance 
ofthe labor market is the disappearance of 
combination as a leading feature of the ope- 
rations of the capitallsts and the prevalence 
of combination among ttf laboring classes.

Memorandum of the Confederation of 
Spiritualist Societies,

The President of the London, Eng, Spirit- 
ualist Alliance, has presented to the public, 
in Light a "preliminary memorandum on 
Confederation,” which exbibita the tendency 
of Spiritualism in that country. He says: 
. Inthe courso of my address to the London 
Spiritualist Alliance, on November 19th last, 
I stated, lu referring to the subject of Con- 
federation, that It seemed desirable to form- 
ulate some simple plan for carrying Into ef- 
fect the objecta which I briefly indicated, viz., 
to aim at “a grand confederation between 
socleties of repute In varlous countries, In 
defence and for the advancement of the cen- 
tral principles of our common faith." I far- 
ther expressed an opinion that “were this 
realized as the final aim that wo should have 
in view—an organization of infinite ramifi- 
cations, whose alm should be to promote the 
highest and best Interests of mankind, and 
to advance their spiritual welfare here and 
hereafterz-1t would be clear to all of us that 
Spirit ts have laid upon them a serlous 
and solemn charge, and that that charge can 
only be carried into real effect by such an 
organization as I have indicated.” 

n considering what waa desirable, attain- 
able, and Immediately profitable, I have been 
led to exclude any idea of an elaborate 
scheme, which, in. my opinion, would meet 
with considerable criticism, and would re- 
quire & complex machinery to carry it into 


effect. 

When It is considered that the societies 
which wo 1 to unite Into a common bond 
are of very divergent beliefs and customs in 
matters non-essential, though they are hap- 
pily at one in respect of the essentials of our 
common faith, it will, I think, be agreed that 
any Mu made by us should be charac- 
terized by simplicity Ín the first instance. 

A common bond of sympathy once estab- 
lished, we may hope that in the ordinary 
course of evente, an organization will be de- 
veloped more elaborate and complex than we 
can now venture to pro 


1 journals and societies who have re- 
celved my address on “Spiritoalism at Home 
and Abroad,” with a request that they will 
express an opinion on lis proposals, and, if 
approved, adopt them and send in their for- 
mal adhesion as soon as possible. 

On receipt of these suggestions 1 would lay 
befor the Council a draft plan embodyin 
all such as seemed workable.

It may be added that this plén, if carried 
out in any complete manner, would involve 
a great deal of secretarial and literary work 
in French and German.

It ls a 
perfectly legitimate demand which theso 
workingmen make, namely, that some of the 
benefits of our progressive civilization should 
go to them as well as to thelr employers and 
the general public, that at least more lelsure 
be given them, which they may employ with 
thelr families or use for cultivating their 
minds. We know there ls danger that a bad 
use will be made of the extra time in some 
cases, but statistics show that Intemperance 
thrives most among those whose hours are 
longest and who are pald the least. If we 
stop to think, this is only natural, since It is 
physical exhaustion that leads to the exces- 
sive use of stimulants, and it is the misery 
that attends poverty that drives men to seek 
forgetfulnesa of it in the intoxicating dram. 
Some years ago the Massachusetts Labor 
Bureau sent out Inquirlesto the workingmen 
of the Stafe as to what the moral effect would 
be of Oxing a day's labor at ten hours in- 
stead of eleven and twelve hours, as waa then 
often the case in the factories; and out of 
507 answers, 464 were to the effect that a 
good use would be made of the extra lelsure, 
one man sigalficantly saying that if he did'nt 
have any extra gain “in his pockets, he 
would bave It in his bones.“ : 
Tho only serious objection to tlm elght- 
hour movement is that owing to the increas- 
ed cost of production there would be a gene- 
ral increase of prices, and this would be to 
the disadvantage of the workingman as well 
as the community generally. A temporary 
effect of this sort might follow, but any one 
who fs acquainted with the trend of indus- 
trial history in the last fifty years will qnes- 
tion whether the seeming injury will last.

Tho use 
of machinery lowers prices, Secondly, prices 
are determined by what the employer de- 
mands as profits. And competition between 
employers tends to lower their profits, 8o 
that it is a recognized tenet of political econ- 
omy that the tendency of profita is towards a 
minimum. : 


Now, ho age can doubt that there are to be, 


still farther improvements In machinery; and 
no one imagines that profits have ed in 
this country anything like the minimum 
which employers will be willing to take rath- 
er than go out of [^ With fall con- 
sciousness of the noi bearing of the 
subject, we yet cannot see Why our working- 
class should not go on shortening thoir hours 
and even Increasing their wages, withont 
any harm to the community. The suçcees of 
the eight-hour movement will probably stim- 
ulate anew the invention of machinery, and 
already a large number of employers in Chi- 
cago have reduced the hours of thelr work- 
ingmen and not reduced thelr pay. The re- 
duction of the hours of labor 1s of course only 
an opportunity for the working-class; and no 
smal? measure of responsibility will rest 
upon them that they use the extra leisure for 
the best and highteet ends.

Common ‘sense, common experience, all the 
Jessons of life, and all the truth yet discover- 
ed by scientific research, teach us that if we 
would save ourselves from the effects and 
consequences of sin, we must stop sinning. 
This is the only practical salvation from si 
and is within the reach of every rationa 
person by his own choice, and from his own 
effort», But la this the salvation promised 
by the orthodox creed? By no mans. The 
salvation it promises, and asks us to belleve 
in, is from the effects of sins already com- 
mitted. Escape from a just, righteous and 
divine, punishment is the orthodox idea of 
salvation; not tbe avoldance of liability by 
88 the conditions upon which the la- 
bility attaches, bat escape from lability it- 
self, after such Mability has actually been 
incurred and Is otherwise inevitable. 

The power of the law ls In the consequen- 
ces that follow its obedience or violation. 
Injuries or bad effecta that rally fol. 
low a wrongful act make tife act an evil or 
sin; and the blessings or bpnefite that nat- 
uraliy follow a rightful act’ make the acta 
virtue. There ls no other true test. All else 
is simply opinion. The consequences thus 
attached by infinite wisdom o our aucta, 
whether mental y physical, constitute in 
all departments of being and action the law 
of health. gn and progress, as well as 
the law of di , decay and death. This is 
the Iaw “not one jot or tittle of which shall 
pass till all be fulfilled,” because the law is 
perfect. This perfection consists in these 
two fixed and unalterable qualities of the 
law; that in every Instance of a violation the 
penalty fs absolutely sure to be im ,and 
suffered by the wropg-doer; and that euch 
suffering ‘of the penalty will ultimately 
work out and effectaate in the sufferer a 
complete and fall obedience of the law. The 
time it may take to do this, whether one 
year,or ten thousand years, does not affect 
the principle or perfection of the law. It 
will operate, and continue to operate with 
all its penalties for disobedience, and all its 
blessings for lence, till the subject sees 
the truth and obeys from choice. How, then, 
can one expect to break this law and escape 
the penalty? Any provision of this kind,
